Coughs and Colds. 

In the season when coughs 
and colds are prevalent any 
method of preventing them and 
checking the first symptoms 
without drugs may be of in- 
estimable value, Therefore the 
following suggestions are offer- 
ed iv anticipation: When you 
find you have a cough and be- 
fore it gets to be deep seated 
go into the air and practice 
deep breathing. Draw air into 
the lungs until they are com- 
pletely distended, raising the 
arms above the head during in- 
spiration to more fully expand 
the chest. Hold the air in the 


lungs for a few seconds; then 
breathe it out slowly, Repeat 


the operation a dozen times or 
more and after an hour try it 
again, Persistence in this treat- 
ment will often cure a newly 
contracted cough in a few hours, 
If the cough is of long standing, 
pain may be felt under the 
shoulder blades and across the 
chest during the breathing, but 
as this is caused by the tearing 
away of adhesions of the lung 
tissue it will usually pass awny 
In a day or two, and the fact 
that It {s felt shows that the 
lungs need thorough Inflation.

{ Uncertain Quantity. 

The frontiers of Bolivia, like those of 
most South American countries, are 
very uncertain, and a map of South 
America made In Bolivia includes a 
vast portion of the level lands east of 
the Andes called the Chaco. A map of 
South America made by the Argentine 


| Republic shows Bolivia as an entirely 


different country, with no Chaco with- 
in its boundary, Then a map of South 


,America made in Peru includes a vast | 


hinterland in Amazonia, while one 
made in Brazil shows the Brazilian 
frontier away over in the territory 
marked Peru on the Peruvian map, 
while the map makers of Ecuador and 
Colombia show an entirely different 
disposition of the lands at the head- 
waters of the Amazon from that de- 
scribed by the Brazilian and Peruvian 
map makers, 

Where is, however, a commission 
composed of Brazilians and Peruvians 
who are at the headwaters of the Ama- 
zon delimiting the frontiers of Peru 
and Brazil and incidentally rectifying 
the claims of Ecuador and Colombia. 
Meanwhile Bolivian soldiers are fight- 
ing Argentine soldiers on the Chaco, 
and so the question stands. In 1902 
King Edward VII. delimited the fron- 
tiers of Chile and Argentina, but the 
Chileans thought he gave the Argen- 
tines too much, so they allow the ad- 
venturers and bad men of Chile to go 
into this disputed territory, and they 
swoop down from the hills and cap- 
ture the cattle upon the Argentine 
plains just as the highlanders used to 


do in Scotland. — Peter MacQueen in |

The 
only course open to us, he says, is a 
stoclh taking of our resourees and a re- 
distribution of population, with an em- 
phasis on the raising of food.

The Eyes In Sickness.

white of the eye bespeaks bil- 
jousness, while an extreme blu- 
ishness of the white is often an 
indication of impure blood or a 
scrofulous tendency. 

There ss »o greater mistake 
than to try to brighten dull 
eyes with drugs or drops. Eye- 
sight is too important to be 
tampered with, and even the 
common practice of putting a 
drop or two of cologne in the 
eyes to make them brilliant is 
injurious. 


A MASTERPIECE IN MARBLE 


Wonderful Table Made by an Obscure 
French Sculptor. 

There recently died at Ivry, a Pans 
suburb, a remarkable old man,-a sep- 
tuagenarian, named Vraissard. He 
died in poverty, but had he chosen he 
could have become one of the most 
famous European sculptors. As it 
was, he finished life as he began it— 
more or less penniless. When a boy 
he was apprenticed to a marble entter, 
and he at once discovered his powers 
in this direction. For fifty years he 
had continued to execute the most 
beautiful works of art, mostly in mo- 
saics. 

M. Fraissard’s masterpiece took him 
nearly twenty-four years to perfect. 
It is a black marble table. In the 
middle is a chessboard, on either side 
of which are playing cards arranged 
as fans. On the table are dominos 
and dice, cigars and cigarettes, and 
several coins in gold and silver. All 
these are of course inlaid. The ma- 
terials in the table, besides the black 
marble, are agate, onyx, porphyry, 
malachite and lapus lazuli, the tones 
of which are black, red, orange, blue 
and white. Ninety different kinds of 
marble were also used.—London Stand- 
ard.

LEATHER FROM FISH SKINS, 


(oo Kinds of Fish Supply Leather 
Botl Curious and Beautifal, 
Many kinds of leather are got from 
@ea creatures, some of which are 
curious and beautiful. The skin cf 
sharks, The Youth's Comp~nion, 
{s a beautiful burnished gray or blu- 
{sh color. The surface resembles 
finely grainec leather, inasmuch as 
{t shows many tiny prickles set all 
one way. They are quite invisible to 
_ the naked eye, but there are so many 
and they are so finely set that you 
distinctly feel the roughness of the 
surface if you rub your hand over 
ths skin in the direction opposite to 
, that in which the prickles point, 
This property of shark skin renders 
{t especially valuable to the manufac- 
turer of “shagreen.” Since the skin 
is at once tough and easy to work, it 
can be used for any purnoses where 
decorative effects are de-ired, 
| In spite of its lumpy armor, the 
' sturgeon furnishes a valuable and at- 
tractive leather. It has been found 
that when the bony plates are remov- 
ed, the patterns remain on the skin, 
just as the patterns of alligator 
_6eales remain on alligator leather, a 
circumstance that adds greatly to the 
value of the product. From the stv.- 
feons that abound on our Pacific 
coast and in the great lakes we get a 
tough leather that is used for the 
{ making of laces to join leather belt- 
ing for machinery. It is said that the 
| lacing frequently outwears the belt- 
| Ing itself. 
There is found in Turkish waters a 


angel fish, classed among the littoral 
sharks. This fish yields an extremely 
high quality of green leather, mvch 
esteemed in the Ottoman dominions, 

In Russia certain peasant costumes 
are trimmed with the skins of a food 
fish, the turbot, and in Egypt men 
wear sandals made from the skins of 
fish caught in the Red Sea. In our 
| own country, too, the cod has been 
used in a similar manner, for in by- 
gone days a good many shoes and 
| gloves have been made in Gloucester 
from the skin of the humble cod. 

Eelskin is usef . for many pur- 
poses, among them the manufacture 
of leather binding for books and for 
braiding into w: ips.

In that physically diminutive fig- 
ure, shrunken with age, but ‘arge in 
the melancholy marks of vanished 
| Splendor, was displayed the last ex- 
tant sy .bol of what was once the 
most absolute rule on earth. It was 
of this man that the people used to 
| say: “His will is law and his voice is 
thunder.” But the man was left; and 
/ once stripped of the mediaeval trap- 
| pings of judieial jugglery and enfore- 
ed usurpation, the Shogun arose to 
the true spirit of his race, heard the 
‘ery of the people, descended to the 
level of the multitude, and became 
‘as one of them, a subject of the sove- 
reign he once outshone, himself a 
| partaker of the freedom he bestowed 
upon his country. 
| The figure of a Shogun, always 
appealing to the wectern imagination, 
, first cast its shadow across the king- 
dom of Japan in the 12th century. 
|The Shoguns came as a reaction of a

WONDEREUL SOLDIER DOGS, 


Which the German Army Finds Quite 
Indispensable, 

There 's in Germany a regular dog 
corps for service in time of war. Al- 
though these soldier dogs do not 
shoot guns or fire cannons, there are 
duties for them to perform that are 
quite as important as carrying arms. 
Most of the dog corps are composed 
entirely of Pomeranians or Spitzers, 
and these are mostly white in color. 
Occasionally a gray dog is chosen on 
account of his color, for he can 
escape more easily than a white dog, 
though even the white dogs are not 
likely to stay white in time of war. 
Each dog is equipped with a light 


but strong metal collar and a pouch 
for letters.

The soldier dog is given a peculiar 
education and it is given with regu- 
larity and care. First of all, the 
dog is taught to recognize men by 
their uniforms and is carefully 
taught the difference between the 
uniforms of Germany and those of 
foreign countries, Then he is taught 
the uniforms of the officers of the 
German army. This is done by 
patient and regular training. 

After he has mastered the uni- 
forms of the various armies the 
soldier dog is taught how to tell bis 
master of the approach of an enemy 
or friend or of any other unusual 
discovery he may make. 

His next step in education is the 
delivering of letters. These letters 
are placed in his pouch and the 
| soldier dog runs from post to post 
delivering them. He is taught to 
know many other posts besides his 
own, to recognize them by name, tu 
take a pouch full of letters to any 
post designated, to deliver them to 
an officer, to wait for a reply, and to 
return to his own post. After he can 
|do this satisfactorily and without 


{error he is ‘‘graduated”’ into a highe- | 


er class and bis education is partial- 
ly completed. 

The next lesson of the soldier dog 
is to look after the wounded. He is 
taught to discover wounded soldiers, 
to take water to them, wnd to tell 
superior officers of his discovery. 
He is also taught to take care of 
stragglers of the regiment. After 
this and after he knows whom to 
‘and whom not to obey, his education 
is completed and he is a_ real 
“soldier” and is assigned to a regi- 
ment, 


Comets, 

Statistics collected by Borrelly, the 
French astronomer, show that since 
the sixteenth century 3876 comets 
have been discovered, of which 106 
were periodic and 19 have been see. 
at more than one return and 56 have 
been visible to the naked eye, with 7 
that could be seen in full daylight 
Nearly two-thirds of the discoveries 
appear to have been made in the 
morning before sunrise, more than 
half in the second half of the year. 
|The French observatories have led 
in discoveries, 67 of the comets hav- 
ing been first detected at Marseilles 
and 46 at Paris, but only 16 at Ge- 
neva, which has the next highest re- 
cord;

The Benefit of Brevity Very Pointed- 
ly Emphasize by a Writer. 

Writers who wish to impart to their 
p-oductions power and pungency, who 
‘wish to keep the reader’s attention 
upon the tiptoe o° activity, who des! » 
to escape the imputation of pedantry 
and who seek to surcharge their sen- 
timents with sparkle and spirit, will 
do well to bear in mind constantly 
that long, lingering sentences, unduly 
over-burdened with an abundance of 
phrases, clauses and parenthetical ob- 
servations of a more or less digres- 
sive character, are apt to be tiresome 
to the reader, especially if the su- 
ject matter be at all profound or 
ponderous, to place an undue strain 
upon his powers of concentration and 
to leave him with a confused cone: >t 
of the ideas which the writer appar- 
ently has been at great pains to con- 
centrate, while short, snappy sen- 
tences, on the other hand, with the 
frequent recurrence of subject and 
pfedicate, thus recalling and empha- 
sizing the idea to be expressed as the 
| development of the thought proceeds, 
like numerous sign posts upon an un- 
traveled road, these frequent breaks 
having the effect of taking a new 
hold upon the reader’s attention,

} China's Stiff Problem, | 


| China was confronted with a stiff 
problem at the introduction of the 
telegraph. It was hopeless to think 
of combining the western Morse dots 
and dashes in sufficient variety to 
express the 3,000 or 4,000 characters 
used by a fairly literate Chinese, not 
{to speak of the entire 40,000 or s0 
known to the highly educated men 


of that race. A phonetic system was 
barred by the fact that the same 
Chinese monosyllable means differ- 


ent things according to ‘he context 
,or intonation and also by the diver- 
sity of dialects. 

A Dane, Prof. Schellerup, found 
the solution. The 7,000 characters 
most commonly used are given their 
equivalents in a code of numerals 
and these numerals are telegraphed, 
Thus, ‘‘cash”’ in the code is 6030. 

The institution of its Parliament 
ilso brings embarrassment to China, 
there being so many dialects within 
the vast republic. Pidgin-English 
has long been the Esperanto of 
China. A traveler tells, for instance, 
how he heard a man from Canton 
and a native of Tientsin resort to it 
as the only possible medium for 
mutual understanding. But why 
not write the speeches instead of 
speaking them? Not only are the 
written characters the same throughs

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The Fiscal Policy has Little Effect— 
High Prices Universal To-day 

It is frequently asserted in thes® 
days, when everybody is discussing the 
high cost of living, that the country’s 
tarff policy accounts for a great part 
of the increase, Careful examination 
of the economic history of not only 
Canada and the United States, but 
also of European countries shows that 
eras of high prices . have prevailed 
under low tariff and low prices under 
high tariff, as well as high prices 
under high tariff.

who will put it up in good shape and 
pack it carefully so that it will not 
be damaged in a journey of even 
thousands of miles, whereas, if one 
may judge from last Baturday's ex- 
hibit—but enough has already beey 
said about that. If last Saturday is 
to be taken as representative of what 
Alberta farmers can do, the sooner 
the U.F.A. ceases to work for the es 
tablishment of open markets and co 
operative distributing centres, the 
better for the reputation of the pro 
vinee,”

sround the city. Every new industry 
means adult employes, and most of 
them have wives and families to house 
and feed and clothe, The Calgary 
market is bound to show a corres- 
ponding Increase iu growth and op- 
portunity as long as the present trade 
policy is maintained, It is well there.
